| “THAR SHE IS!” 


BILL ARP STRIKES A WEBSTERIAN 
ATTITUDE, 


An Era of Progress for the Country in Which Georgia 
Takes the Lead—Big Enterprises Enough but 
Room Boough for Littles Ones—A Word 
or two to Jadge A. R. Wright. 


Danie] Webster once said of Massachnsetis, 
‘“There she is—look at her!’ and he seemed 
to stretch-up a little higher as he indulged in 
proud thoughts of the old bay state, and just 
so itseems to me every Georgian ought to 
feel as he considers our state. Here she is— 
look at her! When I travel around and 
peruse the wonderful progress she has made 
since the war. WhenI ruminate over the 
desolation that covered our land and our 
people fifeen years ago, it does look like we 
have been resurrected by magic. The south 
is on rising ground everywhere, but Georgia 
isin the lead. Alabama is following close 
on her heels. Texas is looming up like an 
empire, Florida is in a regular strut with gol- 


den fruit in her baskets, and flowers in her 
hair, Mississippiis under the shadows yet, but 
will come out in time. It isa little dark over 
there I reckon, for a railroad man told me 
the other day he was getting out crossties 
down below Memphis, and had several little 
law suits with the darkies, and they were 
tried before and old darkey justice of the 


peace. , ete 
“Well, you lost your cases {didn’t you,” 
said I. ‘‘No,” said he, “I always get a man 


to bet five dollars with the old magistrate 
that I will lose the case, and then you'see | 
gain it, and the old fellow puts the money in 
his pocket. That way is as cheap as | iring} a 
lawyer, and a heap more certain.”’ Thatisa 
right good way to get colored justice when 
you can’t get it any other way. Our magis- 
trates won’t do that. I've known ’em to con- 
sider who was the ablest to pay thie cost and 
give a judgment that way, but they 
won’t bet. on a case—nary. tim-. 
Northern capital and English capital is quiet- 
ly slipping around and investing in southern 
land and southern railroads, and southern 
business, Everand anon, them rich fellers 
peek over the line and whisper, that’s a good 
country, splendid country, and the folks look 
peaceful—Lets wedge ina little passel of 
money down there before everybudy finds 


out what a good country it is. Let’s 
buy some land or lend ‘em 
some money and take a mortgage 


Now, if we can get some capital invested 
in small enterprises and make our own buck- 
ets and tubs and washboards and axehandies 
and haimsand plowhandles and hubs and axes 
and spokes and norseshoes and trace chains and 
hatchets and bammers and window glass and 
ink and soda and starch aud baking powders, 
and a thousand other little things that we buy 
and use every day, we will be ail right. We 
want more variegated industry. lron works 
and cotton factories and big flour mills are 


big things and good things, but we 
want a power of little things. 


‘> There used to be a wagon shop and a black- 
smith shop at every cross road in the country, 
but the northern mechanics have dried em 
all up, and ahome made-wayon can bardly 
be found in all the land. I’ve wondered many 
atime wky some of our enterprising men 
don’t put up a great big wagon factory like 
the Webster, or the Whitewater, or the old 
Hickory. We have the best timber in the 
world, and it can be delivered at less than 
half the price paid by the northern makers. 
We used to think we couldent compete with 
the north in such things, but of late years 
our people. have made a __ success 
of every industry they have tried. They are 
making chairs and plows and axhandles and 
cheap furniture and soda crackers and candy 
and many other things and are making money 
and keeping it at home. I paid twelve dollars 
for a little carriage for a grandchild that 
ought to be made right here at home for half 
the money and I verily believe that Mr. 
Jones, at Cartersville, could get 
rich making them fvr _ five dollars 
apiece. He is a success in that kind of busi- 
ness, and I’m proud of it. Heis now making 
carriages, and buggies, and big wagons, and 
keeps enlarging his business, and 1 hope he 
willsocon consider the babies of this prolific 
region and Jet em roll aroundin homemade 
carriages. We dident use to roll about much 
when we were children, but everything rolls 
now, and the babies must roll too. We used 
to get an old box andrig itup on gum log 
wheels and jolt around some, but I don’t 
think a modern baby could stand it. They 
are too esthetic. Children are looming up 
and have more @consideration paid 
‘em, Our little grandson can’t hardly talk, 
but he is wearing little breeches and strut- 
ting around, and.says he, “everybody has dot 
on breeches in this room but danma,” and he 
swells up big with his importance. 

One reason why our people don’t go into 
these things is because it takes two much 
time to start and get under way and begin to 
realize profits. Our people want to do some- 
thing quick; our people don’t plant orchards 
and vineyards, because it will take several 
vears to realize the fruit. A man 
told me tbat it took wagon timber 
four or five years to get seasonei and be fit 
for good work—that it ought to be stacked up 
and get air dried--that steam dried timber was 
not.as good as air dried, and if a man wanted 
‘to make first-class wagons he ought to lay in 
his timber four years before he begun to work 
it, and keeplaying upa new supply every 
year. Well, that is bad I know, and so our 
fine whiteoak gnd ash and hickory is being 
cut down every yearand burned up in log 
heaps, and by and by it willall be gone and we 
can't help it. The misfortune of our people 
is waste. Everything is used at the nerth, 
and everything brings money. It is not so 
bad in Tennessee as it is in Georgia. I sawa 
man sell one walnut tree fh Shelby county 
for forty dollars, and he sold it as it stood in 
the woods, and it went up north and came 
back to us in furniture. I met Mr. Thomas 
Stovall last week, and he has been in England 
and France and Germany for six years, and 
he made me feel good, talking about this 
region and this goed old state. He 
said with enthusiasm: “I tell you, 
my dear sir, Il have traveled a great deal and 
seen many lands and many people, but this 
is the best land I ever was in, and we have 
the best people. In Londonyou live between 
palaces and beggars, and there is poverty, and 
rags, and filth and suffering everywhere 
but here. Our people are not rich but they 
are comfortable, and ought to be contented 
and happy, and they would be if they didn’t 
look over the fence. That is all that is the 
matter. We look over the fence too much, 
and if our nabors have got better things than 
we have we want em.” 

Yes, that so—not only so but also, as Cobe 
says, for we not only hanker after what other 
people have got, but we’ would make them 
come to a divide if we could. When a man 
page littlaabead his nabors want to catch 

im by the coat tail and pull him back a peg 
ortwo. We have plenty of humanity for 
those who are worse off than we are, that is, 
we are sorry for em and talk a good deal of 
sympithy, but if a man gets rich and 
swells around, or has a fortune left 
him, nobody. cares how soon he loses 
it. But human nature is mighty kind after 
all, Human nature respects, honesty and

Persons of experience and 
no nonsense know that the viands are as well 
cooked and served, in the best of these places, as at 
Delmonico’s, Pinard's, the hotel Brunswick, or any 
other of the high-priced restaurants, Butour dan- 
dies can discern no merit where there isn’t extrav- 
agance,and I have seen 4 millionaire dining thus 
fora dollar at the very time hisson was spending 
ten around the corner for nothing better, save for 
the fact that the youngster’s wine 
was champagne, while the old chep’s was claret. A 
certain hotel in upper Broadway, though fashiona- 
ble and prosperous, did not do as much business 
in its dining room as the proprietors desired, and 
they lately made & bold bid for the patronage of the 
dudes by fixing all the prices on their bills of fare 
at fifty percent advance upon those charged any- 
where else. How high these range may be guessed 
when I say that a cup of coffee is down for twenty- 
five cents. Of course, this drives away & great many 
people, butit also proves, as expected, a lure for 
the fools, and I doubt if anywhere in the wide 
world so much money is paid for an equal amount 


of food. 
BILLY EIDYWARDS AS AN EJECTOR... 


Billy Edwards, the prize-fighter, stood picking his 
teeth in the doorway of this establishment when I 
passed by yesterday. Was he promptly ejected? 
On the contrary, he is the ejector in that house. 
To use a New York term, he is a professioual 
bounver, hired to keep orderin the barroom and 
other public parts of the hotel. He cures disorder 
on the homeopathic principle. When trouble 
breaks out he remedies it by creating a great deal 
more of the same sort of thing. The homeopath, 
you know. when he has a patient with fever, gives 
medicine that incites fever, and depends upon like 
curing like. Well, when a drinker becomes turbu 
lent and will not quiet himself without treatment, 
Dr. Billy Edwards takes him in hand. For a minute 
or two the symptoms are violently aggravated, but 
as soon as the patient is whipped or thrown intothe 
street, itisall over.

gilist is paid a good salary. He wears 
excellent clothes, hasn't the face of a bad

From nine o'clock in the morning 
until ten in the evening he is at work. Few pro- 
fessional men have longer business hours than he. 
It is his custom to leave his uptown residence at 
about 8:15 a.m. He some:imes rides down town 
in his private carriage, but as a rule he goes via the 
Third avenue elevated railroad to the city hall sta- 
tion. Then hé walks to the law office of Henry A. 
Gumbleton,who is one of the Tammany chieftain’s 
trusted braves, Itis said that Mr. Kelly seldom 
decides in any important matter without first con- 
sulting Mr. Gumbleton, the latter assisting him in 
attending to correspondence and other de- 
tails. Any of the politicians who wish 
to find Mr. Kelly between nine and eleven a. m., 
seek him at Mr. Gumbleton’s office. Atlla.m., 
the Tammany chieftain goes to his own private of- 
fice. where he remainsuntill p. m. Here he at- 
tends to business of a personal rather than politi- 
cal nature. He frequently lunches ata Broadway 
hotel with Police Commissioner Sidney P. Nichols, 
Colonel Tom Dunlap, and other old cronies. After 
lunch, he meets the managing editor of the New 
York star, the organ of the Tammany democracy, 
with whom he advises as to the tone of editorial, 
and other articles that are toappearin that journ- 
al. Mr. Kellyis one of the heaviest stockholders 
in the Star, and he has invested a large amount of 
money in establishing that paper. He seldom writes 
for it himself, but he dictates the outlines for many 
of the leading articles. Ifa Tammany man kicks 
in the traces, Mr. Kelly usually gives him a switch 
ing in the columns of the Star. 

Mr. Kelly is a personal friend of Mr. Stephen J. 
Meany, the Irish patriot and exile. Mr. Meany 
is one of the editors of the Tammany organ, and 
writes articles on the political troubles in ireland 
for the paper, Mr. Kelly furnishing many of the 
suggestions. There 1s a social club, composed 
mainly of Tammany democrats and having rooms 
on Broadway near Union Square. 
honorary member, and he sometimes dropsin. He 
devotes on an average two evenings a week to Tam- 
many general and committee meetings and other 
political conferences. The remainder of his eve- 
nings are usually spent at his residence; but ii is 
understood by his political and personal friends 
that they are always at liberty to visit him in his 
home if they will not stay later than ten o'clock, 
which is his bedtime. 

IN SUMMER’S HEAT. 
Summer’s heatis upon us, and the general de- 
varture for the country has begun -among those 
who can almost or quite afford it. This is true, 
especially of those families whose heads must re- 
main very nearto,if not daily in, city business. 
Thus I found, on a trip this week along theshore 
of Long Island, that the numerous miniature sum- 
merresorts were already fairly occupied. There 
are no other bathing places in the world jike those 
to which the sail across the bay takes the boatloads 
that put outin the middle of the forenoon from

the inlets and points along the mainiand. 
These bathing stations are so far apart 
that each is patronized by those 


summering at the houses for several miles up and 
down the bay. The fleet of white-sailed catboats 
is steered in the direction of a flag that is seen Wav- 
ing on the ridge of the outer-beach. From the lit- 
tle Wharf on the bay it is only a few minutes’ walk 
to the top of the sand ridge, and there the sea is 
seen at its best. Go down the ste.p bluff to the shel- 
ly beach thatis washed by every incoming tide, and 
stand there alone. Behind you is the biuffof sand, 
high enough to shut off the view to the landward— 
the horizon is within a hundred feet of the eye. 
The white beach stretches away to the right and to 
the left till a wall of gray spray marks the limit of 
vision. In front is the ocean, stretching away to 
the other side of the world, black in the distance, 
in the foreground, rank with salt, clear of impuri- 
ties, rising and falling in vast areas, breaking into 
white-caps hear and there, mounting in great ridges 
upon the sand, dashing toward the sky in a sheet of 
bright green and thundering down upon the sand 
with tremendous force. Fastened upon the bluff, 
running over the crotch of two poles setup like an 
X, and extending out into the surf is astout line to 
which timid bathers may cling. Thatis man’s small 
contribution toward making this a perfect bathing 
Station. Back upon the bluff, out-of the reach of 
the winter storms, are the little bathing houses. To 
this spot a hundred persons, maybe, come every 
forenoon during the season, sun themselves on the 
sand, take a dip in the surf, sun themselves again 
and sail back across the bay with such appetites for 
their dinner as they never had before. 
THE GIRLS IN THEIR FANCY STOCKINGS, 

Did you ever sitin one of the ‘“‘grand stands’ at 
Coney island, and see the girls in fancy stockings 
wade in till the puny surf just about wet the tops 
of them—the stockings, please remember—and then 
hop up and down, clinging to the ropes and yelp- 
ing? Well, that is what you don’tsee at the unheard 
of bathing places I am telling you about. 
would be surprised at the number of girls who are 
expert and daring swimmers—Murray Hill daugh- 
ters of from fifteeli to twenty summers, who walk 
coolly down to the breakers, follow out the receding 
sweep Of water till they meet an incoming “roller,” 
then poise themselves on tiptoe, stretch their 
brown arms above their heads and plunge headlong 
into the wall of water just as it is abeut to break 
and dash down upon them. 

With a seething sound the crest of the wave shoots 
upwards, combs over gracefully, thunders dewn 
upon the beach and goes back with a roar, and Miss 
Murray Hill is seen floating at her ease out beyond 
the line of breakers. I saw her when she had been 
ventursome cnough to do just that thing while the 
tide was runing out with unusual force.The breaker 
had given her a hard tussle when she went through 
it, and she had turned to swim in; but the 
outward current was too strong for her, 
and, though doing - her best, sbe was 
being carried farther and farther from land. Did 
she yell and swallow salt water and strangle amd 
sink? Nota bit of it; shegpised one hand out of 
the water to show that she needed assistance, flop- 
ped over on her back, spread out her arms and lay 
still as a mouse with her precious sun-burned nose 
barely above the water, letting the tide have its 
own way with her. In one minute morea couple 
of stalwart s¥immers were at her side witha plank 
and line. Then she rested her arms on the plank 
and was hauled in smiling, for which service she 
quietly said she was much obliged.

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A TRIP THROUGH CHINA. 


METHODIST MISSIONARY. 

A Trip From Shanghai to Luchow~—A Land Without 
Roeds but full of Cavals—The Rice fields, Silk 
Worme and Agriculture in Luchow— How 
the Time was Passed aed U:ilizad.

SHanouar, China, April 6.—On the 10th 
of March I received a letter from Dr. 
Allen, stating that he intended leav- 
ing Shanghai about the 15th, tovisit the dif- 
ferent points occupied by our mission, and 
that he would like for me to accompany him. 
As the trip was one that I had been anxious 
to make, I readily accepted his. invitation, 
and on the 14th, went down to Shanghai, pre- 
paratory to starting. 

The section that we intended visiting, and 
that wherein the work of the Southern Metho- 
dist mission lies, is the lower part of the 
Kiang—in province, between Shanghai and 
the great lake,—south of the Yang-tiz river. 
The Kiang-In Province is considered the fair- 
est section of China. Her soil is noted for its 
fertility, and her people for theirintelligence, 


—and this part lying south of the Yang-tiz, is 
probably the most sinable portion of the 
province, 

We were to make the trip, of course, on a 
canal boat. Canals in all thissection of China 
serve the place of roads. Outside the foreign 
settlement at Shanghai, I have seen nothing 
that could be designated bv that term. 

Paths, of dismission sufficient only fora 
wheel-barrow, run in every direction, but no 
roads. Anything too bulky to be piledon a 
wheelbarrow, or too heavy to be carried by 
Cooters ona pole, is transported by boat. 
And if a person travelling, wishes more com- 
fort than can be bad on a wheelbarrow. or in 
a Ledanchair,—he goes by boat. Canals run 
in every direction, and any place of any pre- 
tensions whatever in this part of Chin, can be 
easily visited by boats. The boats used in 
mission work, are the sort commonly known 
here as house-boats. They are so built and 
equipped, that the persons traveling, both eat 
and sleep on them. The traveler is indepen- 
dent of hotels, etc.,—and it is well for him in 
China that he is, 

We expected to leave Shanghai, March 15th, 
at noon, but was disappointed. We wanted 
to get our mail before we left—and the steam- 
er bringing it, was to have been in in the 
morning, but it did not come, and so we wait- 
ed, hoping that it would come in on the after- 
noon tide, but were again disappointed. As 
our home mail comesin only once in two 
weeks, you can imagine how anxiously we 
look for its arrival—and how much we regret- 
ted leaving Shanghai without it. But as our 
preparations were all made, we concluded to 


a 


make the start. We Wwenton board about 
9 o'clock, and our boat pushed outinto the 
canal. Thetide was in our favor, but witha 


strong north-west wind, we found it next to 
impossible to proceed, .We hardly got outside 
of Shanghai, when we pulled up for the right, 
hoping to beable togo out on the early 
@orning tide. 

PULLING THE TOW-LINE. 

When we awoke the next morning, we 
found ourselves several niles on our way— 
but about 8 o’clock, the wind arose again and 
our progress was almost stopped. We could 
make no headway atall by sculling against 
such a wind-—-so our boatmen resorted to a 
practice very common here, called tracking. 
Two or three of the men got out on the bank 
and with a tow-line pulled the boat along— 
just as acanal boat at home is towed by 
horses. Here men do everything. Horses are 
very scarce, and machinery is almost un- 
known. About 10 o'clock we came to Wong- 
doo, some 25 miles from Shanghe#, and our 
first station. It. is a thriving village of several 
thousand inhabitants, and one of the points 
occupied by our mission. A native preacher 
is stationed there, who has charge of the 
chapel, and the one or two Christians of the 
place. We pulled up tothe town, and-get- 
ting out, walked up its main street—an alley 
about 8 feet wide, with shops packed in close 
on either side. We had hardly started, before 
we hadacrowd atour heels. Business was 
suspended as we passed along—every body 
must take alook atthe foreigners. It is the 
usual experienceofa foreigner ina Chinese 
town. He is gazed at by the older persons, 
and followed by the children. The curiosity 
excited, and tbe manner in which it is ex- 
pressed, reminds me more of a circus parade 
at home, than anythingI have ever. seen. 
We found our preacher absent, but concluded 
to go on and take a look at our chapel, and 
the town. When we reached the cliapel there 
was some delay in getting it opened, and 
while we waited before the door, « consider- 
able crowd gathered abvut us, completely 
blocking up the narrow street. The door 
opened, we went in—the crowd after us. In 
afew minutés the chapeiwas full. The Dr. 
had not thought much about preachirg, but 
we concluded that that was about the best 
gee to do, under the circumstances, and so 

ewentat it. The crowd were very quiet 
and atte_tive, and seemed anxious to hear 
him. There is no difficulty in a missionary 
petting hearers in any of these Chinese towns. 
Thesure fact that he is a foreigner, his 
strange appearance, bis dress etc., will soon 
draw about him as meny hearersas he de- 
sires. They will often stand or sit before the 
missionary, during his entire talk, and are 
apparently, every attention—but whether 
attention to the missionary’s exhortation, or 
to his clothes—it is often hard to tell. 
After preaching we walked about the town, 
followed everywhere by a good crowd—and 
seeing what was to be seen, we made our way 
back to the boat. Towards morning the wind 
lulled somewhat, and we made another start’ 
We pushed on until about 10 o'clock making 
pretty good headway. 

The country we passed throngh from Shang 
hai to Wongdov is one yast flat. Nothing in 
the shape of a hill can be seen in any direc- 
tion, except the grave mounds which are scat- 
tered thickly all over the country. In the 
neighborhood of Wongdoo, which is the head 
of tide water, there is aslight rise in the plain 
butit is scarcely perceptible. The entire sec- 
tion is under cultivation. The sideis dark 
and stiff, very much like deposits in river bot- 
toms—and in fact this entire section is noth- 
ing but ariver deposit. It yields well,—the 
Chinese usually gather from it two crops each 
year. Just now this section isin wheat and 
barley—this will be harvested in May, and 
then cotton will be immediately planted. 
Cotton does well bere—the yield is fine, and 
the staple good.- The Chinese however, know 
nothing of the cotton gin, and so know noth- 
ing of the wealth that might flow in to them 
from this staple. The crop, however, is large, 
—cotton goods-are universally used in cloth- 
ing. 

THE FIRST HILL FOUND, 

On the morning of the 17th we found our-: 
selves moving forward a: a good rate before a 
fair wind. Ina little while we came in sight 
of Kwun-La—the first hill I had seen in 
China, and on its summit my first pagoda 
Kwun-La with its prgoda on top, looks very 
much as Stone mountain used to with its 
tower—only Stone mountain is considerably 
the largest. Just at the foot of the mountain 
is a walled city which bears its name.. We 
had intended stopping there as it isone of the 
points occupied by our mission—having a 
native preacher there,—but as we were be- 
hind time, we decided to push on, as it. would 
peereny take the rest ofthe day to make 
Puchow. It was fotunate that we so decided, 
for we had hardly poo the cify, when the 
wind shifted round directly against us, and 
left us to toil on slowly with scull and tow- 
ine. 

We were now in the lake region. A little 
beyond Luchow, is the Great |

crop. | They certainly farm after Farish Fur- 
man’s intensive system, and with 
method of cultivation this land would yield 


about the selection of seed, or their improve- 
ment, In this particular their farming system 
is singularly defective. All along the anks 
of the canals manure pits are dug, and we 
were never out of sight of boats, whose own- 
ers were dredging the canal bottoms for their 
rich deposit. This is thrown into the pits, a 
laver of ooze, anda layer of chopped straw. 
When the wheat is barvested, these manure 
pits are emptied upon the fields 
and they are at once made ready for the rice. 
Nothing that can be used as a fertilizer is 
wasted here—the offal of the cities and towns 
is all carefully preserved, and carried out into 
the country. The patience and industry of 
this people is something wonderful. I bave 
never seen anything like iton the home side 
of the Pacific. In farming nearly everything 
is done by men. The buffalo is used for 
ploughing by those who can afford it, but the 
majority cannot. Their agricultural imple- 
ments are few and simple; the most effective 
isa four-pronged hoe, with which they can 
turn a sod from four to eight inches in depth. 
In the preparation of the soil for tbe crop this 
hoe is largely used. It is a very laborious 
method, but a yery effective one. I have 
seen three coolies with these pronged hoes, 
working together in one team, and it 1s aston- 
ishing what a sod the three togethe1 can turn. 
They frequently work in this way, the two 
helping the third for a day or so, and he in 
turn helping them. It reminds me of the log 
rollingsamong the farmers at home. 

As we approached Luchow, and’ for some 
niles befere we reached it, we could see its 
tall pagoda standing out clearly above all its 
surroundings. As we got nearer the city we 
cyuld see what are called the twn pagodas— 
two pinnacles standing near each other—- 
and opposite them the black tower. There is 
a story connected with the erection of this 
tower that will help to illusirate the situa- 
tion here. After the twin pagodas were 
erected, the idea got abroad among the peo- 
ple thatthe ‘fen shin’’ which may be can 
be better defined as the ‘“‘powers of nature, 
was violated by them, and consequently, 
some calamity would befall the city, unless 
it could be speedily arrested. The priestsand 
wise men were consulted, and the result was, 
the Black Tower was built opposite the pago- 
das. The fiction resorted to, was this: The 
twin pagodas were pens for the use of the 
deity, but there was no ink provided--hence 
the anger, and the threatened calamity. Only 
let theink be furnished, and the balance 
would be restored, and the calamity arrested. 
The Black Tower was built asthe ink stand. 

‘ANCHORED IN SUCHOW. 

As we neared the city wall, 
our progress was impeded by _ the 
large number of boatsin the canal. For some 
distance out, both sides of the canal were 
lined with shops and business houses. Con- 
siderable business is done outside the city. 
Numerous boats of all sizes are constantly 
moving up and down the canal. Getting by 
them is very much like elbowing one’s way 
along a crowded street. 

At last we reached the city, entered through 
a water gap, strongly fortified, and I found 
myself for the first time inside a city wall. 
The spirit of the olden time seemed to fall 
on me, the days of castles and city walls, 
when guns and gunpowder, and the many 
modern inventions for killing men were un- 


known: when knights clad in complete 
armor, went forth to fight for love 
and glory, as occasion offered. 


sut I was soon awakened from such dreams 
by a young Chinee calling out as we came in 
sight, ‘‘yang quitsz.’’ 1 was made to realize 
by this little representative of the old sys- 
tem that I did not belong to the olden time, 
but rather tothe XIXthc@®tury. To him I 
was a “yang ;quitsz’’—foreign devil—and 
with himI had nuthing in common, so he 
judged. 

As our canal ran along the foot of the city 
wall, weleft the boat and climbed up the 
wall for a tramp. The wall was really a 
strong fortification, if at all properly man- 
ned. The outer fac'ng was of stone and 
brick, and two feet in width, and between 
30 and 40 feet high. Inside was a huge bank 
of earth piled against the wall about 
forty feet through at the foundation and 
about ten feet at the top. The brick wall 
ran up as a parapet, with posts, etc., about 
six feet above this Outside the city was a 
broad, river-like canal, which served as a 
moat. The doctor, who has seen the walls of 
some of the older cities of Europe, also in In- 
dia, said that the walls in China were by far 
better fortifications than any he had seen 
elsewhere. We had a delightful walk along 
the wall, from which we had a pretty good 
view of the desolation and ruin spread 
through all this section of China during the 
Taiping rebellion. Large areas inside the 
city wall are now covered only with ruins. 
This was especially so of the section we could 
see from the wall. The population was also 
largely cut off. The population of Luchow 
was estimated at nearly 2,000,000, now I be- 
lieve it is estimated at something over 9500,- 
000. Before the Taiping rebellion this city 
was regarded by the Chinese as one of their 
richest and most beautiful cities. ‘It hada 
high reputation for the splendor of its build 
ings, the elegance of its tombs, the picturesque 
scenery of its waters and gardens, the polite- 
ness and intelligence of its inhabitants, and 
the beauty of its women. Its manufactures 
of silk, linen and cotton fabrics, and works 1n 
iron, ivory, w6od, horn, glass, lackeredware, 
paper, and other articles were the chief 
sources of its wealth and prosperity. The 
kind of silk goods produced here surpassed in 
variety and richness those worn in any other 

lace.” ae 

So says Dr. Williams in his ‘‘Middle King- 
dom,” and though it was desolated during 
the rebellion, it is to-day a large city with 
considerable trade and influence. My im- 
pressions of this celebrated city 1 must re- 
serve for my next. NorTH GEORGIA,

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A MAN AND A TOWN. 


THE STORY OF THE NOBLES IN AN- 
NISTON., 


The Pullman Eaterprise Bolipsed by an Alabama P:- 
terprise, Eogineered bg Georgia Business Men 
of Bugiieh Biood—A Story of Piuck, 
Dieeretion and Perseverance. 


Specia) Correspondence to The Constitution. 

Anniston, Ala., June 5, 1883,—I havea story to tell 
this morning, that will read like a romance. 

Nota love story, but romantic in the patience and 
heroism of its chief actor—in the curious hinging of 
accident and fate—in its marvellous development 
and fruition—in the tremendous import of the vol 
ume of which it is the opening chapter. 

Itis the story of a Man and a Town! 

Eleven years ago this month I ran across the man 
in one of the streets of Rome. It wasmidday. The 
giare of the sun was intolerable, and the cust 
through which he plodded was almost stifling. He 
was illy-dressed, haggard and anxious-looking. 
Without mouey or strozg friends, he was staggering 
under debt and the indifference of those who should 
have helped him, and the suspicion of those wL® 
underestimated him. His struggle appeared to me 
then utterly hopeless, but I felt as his earnest figure 
passed on through the dusty street, that, poor and 
without resource as he was, there was reward in the 
future for so much of energy, ability, and patience. 


Yesterday I sat with this man in the piazza of his 
home. And from that piazza over a half-mile 
stretch of clover slopes and terraced lawns, I saw a 
town of more than 3,000 people, with factories, furn. 
aces, shops, mills, and long lines of houses,churches, 
steres and hotels. This town, with every house, 
big or small, belongs to the manand his partners. 
it is set in the midst of atract of sixty-five square 
miles, with vast forests, fields and mountains of 
ore, every foot of which belongs to the same meu. 


This change has been Worked by the most legiti- 
mate means. Speculation hashad nothing to do 
with it. To build upthe manthe town has been 
buildedand his enrichment has enriched his sec- 
tion. And here is the story of how it was done. 


A Scrap of History: 

In 184 Samuel Noble, Sr., an Englishman, ran a 
machine shop in Pennsylvania, at Reading, I think. 
He had six boys, every one a stalwart, making such 
afamily as gives England its conservatism and 
strength. He came south to visit the Ducktown 
copper mines, and hearing that a man named 
Hume, living near Rome, wantedan engine built, 
went by to see him. He was persuaded by the 
people of that city to move his. establish- 
mentsouth. He chartered a steamer, and boarding 
it with his family and mschinery, sailed for Savan- 
nab, and thus becamé a Georgian. 

Of the six sons, Sam, Jr.,soon went to the front, 
gradually becoming the managing head for the 
family... (he war left their works demolished, and 
the family practically penniless. Sam borrowed 
$5,000 from George Quintard, of New York, without 
note or security,and burying himself in thewoods 
siarted a sawmill. With the product of this he re- 
built asteamer for the Coosa river, and then sup- 
plied lumber for bridges and trestles. From this 
point the Nobies re-established their iron works, 
and later with a stock company, rolling mill and 
nailworks. Without capital they struggled through 
the fluctuations in iron and the panic—barely hold- 
ing their heads above water, and fighting a losing 
fight. At length Sam Noble, made up his mind that 
he must seek a new field and new adjustments. 


Founding the Town of Auniston. 

He drifted into Alabama, and with consummate 
knowledge of ores and mines, prospected here and 
there amid the then undeveloped hills. At length, 
he found, about three miles from Oxford, a literal 
mountain of brown hematite ore, with heavily 
wooded foot-hills, guarding the entrance to a valley 
of surpassing beauty, despite its shabby garniture. 

“When I firstsaw that mountain of ore,”’ said Mr. 
Nubie w me, “I deterszained to own it.”’ 

And shortly afterwards, in 1872, he did buy 
it, getting 2,000 acres for $20,000. 
He did not have the tenth of this to invest, 
and therefore took in two partners, Messrs, Vandiver 
and Neff, who putup the money. In less thana 
yearonu the property as a credit, he bought his part- 
ners out, giving them 100 per cent profit on what 
they had putin. 

About that time he went to Charleston, for the pur- 
pose of selling car-wheels to Mr. Alfred Tyler, of the 
South Carolina road. While talking with Mr. Tyler 
h: noted an old gentleman of commanding appear- 
ace, listepingintently. At length this gentleman, 
who was General D. H. Tyler, saidS 

‘While I was building the old Macon nd West- 
e-n road in Georgia, I become interested in the 
minerals of upper Alabama. Do you know any- 
thing of good iron properties over there?’’ 

Mr. Noble at once described his own property. 
General Tyler promised to calland examineit. He 
did so, and was delighted. The result of this 
accidental meeting was that a partnership was 
formed, the three Tylers and three Nobles taking 
equal halves, and General Alfred Tyler and Sam 
Noble putin charge. <A furnace for making char- 
coal iron was put up, and a few houses for opera- 
lives Huilt. 

“That was just ten years ago,’’ said Mr. Noble. 
“There was not a house to be seen here then. These 
heldsand streets were then bald red hills or dense 
forests. A wilder or more desolate looking spot you 
could not have found. With every natural advan- 
lage, it had been gashed and starved by man, and 
presented to the casual observer but little attrac 
tion, However, we started a furnace here, and 
were £00n at work.’’ 


How the Town Wase Bullt. 

The furnace once established, the nucleus of the 
town was set. Then instead of skimming the earn- 
ings for dividends, every dollarthe furnace made, 
Was putintoimprovements. Another furnace was 
edded, machine shopsand foundry erected, a cotton 
factory started, and stores opened. All the time,the 
earnings were turned back into new houses, new 
shops and mechinery, and the rent and earnings of 
Liese in turn directed to building still others. As 
& result of this. admirable policy, at 
tae end of ten years, the partners find themselves 
the owners of a youngcity worth two million dollars 
&{ least—built out of an origina! capital of $140,000, 
aod not one dollar due on any of the property. 

As the first principleof the owners was to put the 
earnings iuto the bettermentand extenston of the 


town, the second principle was tw utilize 
every resource of the property. For 
example, the wood to build the houses is 


cut off the forests of the company by the company’s 
€uployes, sawed and planed by the company’s 
mills, and fashioned into houses by the company’s 
cirpenters. Huge fields of grain are planted for the 
use of the town on the company’s lands, by the 
company’s farmers,and ground in the company’s 

ill, and sold from the company’s store. The ore 
for the furnaces is mised from the company’s 
banks by the company’s miners, hauled in the 
company’s wagons, burned with charcoal from the 
company's forests, coaled by the company’s em- 
ployes, and is fuxed by limestone cut from the 
company’s pits. These furnaces yield $1,500 to $2,000 
daily in cash production, not a doliar of which goes 
Ou'side the town for raw material. The engines 


that turn the works are made by the Nobles, and | 


even the brick used for building were made by the 
company until the demand outran its capacity, and 
it bought 5,000,000 Atanta-made brick the other 
day to supplement their own yield. 8o thaf there 
is a continual inflow of money, with the smallest 
possible amount going out. 

The third principle was that the towa must be 
started right. That is, it must be laid off properly, 
outlined with system, its streets made firm and 
regular, its parks and ground located judicigusly, 
pure and abundant water provided, perfect

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pulse, Messrs. Tyler and Noble therefore declined 
to sell one foot of land to any outsider. 

The result has shown that they acted wisely. The 
plan of the town is fixed, and a most admirable 
plan itis. Thestreets are mavadamized beautifully 
and drained to rock gutters and curbings, A large 
force of hands is kept month after month extend- 
ing the macadam,. Trees are planted in almost 
endicssavenues. A system of water works, that 
cost I believe $80,000, brings sparkling water te 
every door, gives protection against fire, irrigates 
lawns and feeds fouutains. Parks have been set 
apart and enclosed. Churches and school houses 
have beén built. A cemetery has been built and 
beautified, and in its soil rests the remains of Gen- 
eral Tyler who crowned his illustrious life with the 
suggestion of this town, was its strongest friend, 
and expressed with his dying lipsthe wish that he 
might be laid here for his final sleep. 

Had these improvements been attempted with a 
mixed citizeaship, they would have failed. Cross 
purposes, petty jealousies, rings and jobs, old fogies 
and the like, wonld never have permitted such 
liberalexpenditure. As itis the work has been 
done well, cheaply, in order and with system. 


One Decade's Work and the Outlook for Another. 

It is interesting to note what ten years have done, 
with a town started onan Alabama mountain side, 
with less than $159,000 capital, anda platform of— 
Thef profits invested in extension, Every resource 
made 40 yield its product, and One management? in 
charge of everything. 

As noted above a population of between 3.000and 
4,000is attained. Ninety-five per cent of this pop- 
ulation is provided with profitable, steady labor 
sure pay and good homes. Their houses are built 
with plastered rooms 18 feet square, wide halls, and 
each hasa patch of ground. Besides the two fur- 
naces, which coin wood, ore and limestone into a 
daily income,of $1,500, the cotton factory, the 
planing and grist mills, the foundry 
and machine shops, there are immense 
buildings are going up to accommodate engine 
and machine works, that will give employment to 
100 additional hands. Plans for extensive car 
works have been made, andthe ground is now 
cleared for the building. Two coke furnaces will be 
added to the chareoal furnaces now at work, anda 
cotton seed oil millerected. Mr. Noble has just 
bought five million brick from Messrs, Lockett & 
Co., to be delivered between June Ist and December 
l-t. These will be used in new buildings and will 
supplement the kilns of the company now burning 
steadily. 

A force of carpenters aud masons ranging from 60 
to 125 men iskeptconstantly at work in building. 
A block of storesis just being finished, new streets 
of buildings for the workingmen are extending 
rapidly, and the plans are just drawn for a hotel to 
cost from $39,000 to $50,000. Every department of 
the work of the town is kept separate. The 
streets are in charge of a supervisor who has all the 
men and wagons he needs, and who is constautly 
pushing the improvementon. The farm hands are 
in charge of a competent man who, with 28 hands, 
horses and the best implements and machines, has 
the farm settlement away from the town,watches the 
herds and flocks,and raises huge crops of hay for the 
200 mules of the company, and grain for its mills. 
A mayor elected by the people has charge of the 
city, and a marshal enforces his rule. A hap- 
pier, healthier or more contented community ] 
never saw, Dor SO prosperous a town, or one so well 
arranged, and so admirably adopted for the making 
oi agreatcity. It ismy opinion that in the next 
census it will have more than 10,000 inhabitants. 


A Talk With Samnel Noble, Jr. 

I hada long talk with Sam Noble, as we satin 
his piazza and overlooked the town that he and 
his partners built. Yeta young man—full of en- 
ergy, and enthusiastic over his work—with the 
fullest confidence of his associates and all the cap- 
ital he asks for at his back—it is easy to see that he 
has given his life to making a model city. He talks 
con amore, aud yet modestly. He said, and the en- 
chanting view from where we sat must have given 
impulse to his words: 

“The first thing that I should credit in looking 


over my work since we were in 
Rome together, is the sincere and 
hearty confidence of my partner, Mr. Alfred 


Tyler, his sagacity, energy, ama inyaluable influ- 
ence and advice. There has never been a question 
between us. We have worked in perfect harmony, 
and | realize, perhaps, better than any man living 
what it means to havea partner who is at oncea 
friend, counsellor and coadjutor. 

‘‘In the next place, our situation is incomparable. 
We are 1,000 feet above the level of the gulf, on high 
table lands. We have delicious breezes the summer 
through and a mountain range to shelter us from 
the northerly winds in winter. A healthier spot 
or more delightful elimate cannot be found on this 
globe. he scenery is fine, and so varied as to 
always please. From our mduntains and hillsides 
springs pure water in abundance. We have here all 
that is desirable in making a city. Our mountains 
teem with the best of brown hematite ore and are 
covered with exhaustiess forests. Our valleys are 
beautiful and fertile. Railroads give us quick con- 
nection with the outside wold, Our ‘location, in 
essential and incidentai advantages, is simply in- 
comparable.”’ 

“You have had a comparatively easy work?’ 

“Notatall. What we have done has been by 
sleepless energy and constant attention. We have 
worked night and day for ten years. While we have 
spent liberally, we have spent with exact economy. 
Every furnace in the south except two or 
three suspended between the vears of '72 and ’79. 
We kept running without intermission and paid our 
meh good wages, Instead of dissipating our earn- 
ings in dividends, we have concentrated them here. 
Three montbs after we had earned a thousand dol- 
lars it was at work earning another thousand. I 
has required the closest cars to see that these rein- 
vestmenuis were judiciously made, and that every 
dollar was made to do its best.”’ 

“You have determined to open Adaniston to the 
public, at last?’’ 

‘Yes, There isno reason now why we should 
keep it offlonger. The ground work of the city is 
laid ard no matter whe comes in now, it cannot 
be seriously changed from its settled plan. 
We have added toour domain, until we own in 
one solid block, 65 square miles—a pretty big estate 
you willadmit. This embraces fine mineral and 
farming lands, unsurpassed sites for homes, and for 
snug, suburban residences of from 10 to 30 acres. We 
cannot occupy allthe ground, nor develop all its 
resources, if we were to work twenty timesas fast 
as we are now working. We propose, therefore, to 
throw it open to such citizens as we desire to sell to 
aod shall be glad to talk with mer of energy and 
intelligence and moderate capital who want to 
settle in what, it cannot be denied; is the model town 
of the south.”’ 

“You do not desire to control the business of the 
town!’ 

“By no means. We have never desired to do so 
further than was necessary. With our furnaces 
factories, shops, the new works we are now build- 
ing, and the coke furnaces and car works that are 
to follow, and the selling and settling up of our 
large territory, we have our hands full, without con- 
trolling the general business of the town. Our pol- 
icy has always been, and will be, to insist upon ev- 
erything being first-class, and we will assist, if nec- 
essary, tomake itso. For example—when we start- 
ed bere we felt it was necessary to hav® fine beef, 
well butchered, for our people. We knew it would 
not do to rely on the casual sup- 
ply. We therefore sent to Philadelphia 
and employed a butcher who was educated to his 
business. We brought him here ona salary, en- 


closed 200 acres of clover for  pasturage 
for beef cattle, and told him to 
furnish us the best of meat at the price we 


were paying for poor meat. He didso, furnishing 
us fue beef, mutton, sausage, head-cheese, etc., as 
can be bought in Falton market, For years we sold 
meat at a loss, but the consumption increased until 


him 
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tion, and both are doing finely. We did the same 
way with our baker, and our supply of bread is 
equal to the best. And so with our farm. For 
years we ran itata current loss of $6,000 a year. 
Butall the time we were getting it in first-class con- 
dition, and beautifying our valley. That little 
town of twenty-three ‘houses, barns, etc., under 
the hill over there is our farm settlement, and our 
farm is now paying its way. Every dollar it pays 
we put into new stock and improvement. You 
never saw finer cloverin your lite than we have 
here—for no finer ever grew out of the ground. So 
with our store. Westarted merely to accomodate 
our people. The sales ran up to about a 
quarter of a milliona year, and we have now 
built a block of stores that we have rented to out 
siders, Wedont want the business, and we can't 
carry all the stock that is needed, Our people have 
had to trade largely outside of the town and we could 
not begin to take proper care of the outside trade 
that came in.’’ 
“You have several other projects on hand?’’ 


whenit overflowed, and stillit is overcrowded. 
Now we are going to have a large hotel. It 
must be so. perfect in its appoint- 
ments and keeping that when a stranger 
enters he will never want to leaye it. I 
have seen three such hotels in my life—one in 
Falmouth, Eng., one in Reading, Penn., and the 
Massasoit house, in Springfield, Mass. Our hotel 
shall be the fourth, if money and skill can make it 
so. Weshould prefer to see an outsider build it 
and runit. We have cleared thesite and have the 
plans. If some good man comes to us 
and hasn’t mouey enough to build 
it, we Will add what is needed, and will keep 
the house‘illed. If the properman don’t come, we 
will build it, ranit ourselves untilit demonstrates 
that it will pay, and then turn it over tosome one 
else. In other words, we are ready to aid inary le- 
gitimate enterprise, either by giving the site, selling 
itat low price, subscribing part of the money 
needed, or in any other proper way. Weshall not 
drum up a miscellaneous immigration, for we do 
not;need it. But we do waut earnest workers, and 
men of intelligence. 

“There are numerous openings here for energetic 
met with moderate capital?’’ 

“A greatmanpy. Weneeda savings bank here. 
Our men have nowhere to deposit their earoings 
Our pay-rolls are enormous, and increasing every 
day. Our storekeepers are overrun with applica- 
tions from the men to keep their 
money, and every day or two some 
of the negroes complain that their trunks 
are broken open and their savings stolen, Our men 
spent at our saloon last year over $20,000 cash, and 
they spent $10,000 in the saloons over ‘‘the dead- 
line.’’ As I.told them they drank up forty cottages 
every year. We started the prohibition movement 
and voted liquor out of " the county by 
over 1,200 majority, the Anniston vote 
being 466 to 83. The money the men 
formerly spent for liquor would now go into bank 


besides. A good savings bank here would pay 
handsomely, and we will take stock in one, if we 
can get the right man to go in with us.’’ 

“‘Are your men contented and prosperous?”’ 

‘Yes. They get good wages, and are paid in cash 
every month, Their housesare built by our car- 
penter?, and we charge only enough rent to give 
us7percenton the cost. We are now selling to 
such of the men as want them, their houses at cost 
ontheirown terms. Many of them are buying. 
We pick our men, and we get just the sort we want, 
Whenever a man is disorderly, we get rid of kim 
and supply his place. We therefore have a model 
community.”’ 

‘‘Have you any bonds on your property?”’ 

“No, sir; and not .a farthing of debt. We pay 
cash foreverything. I have not signed a note for 
six years, A man who buys here, buys into a town 
with schools, churches, perfect streets, parks, water 
works already built, and not a dollar of debt. 
Everything is ready to make acity, and not a cent 
of interest or$debt to pay”’ 

“Your railroad connections are all that you 
want’’’ 

‘‘All that we could ask. Wehave roads leading 
north, south, east amd west. We are goipg to 
build, however, a new line of road called the An- 
niston and. Atlantic. Ic will connect us with our 
Alabama furnace, where we have atract of twenty 
square miles, penetrate the rich Talladega valley, 
and connect with the Savannab and Memphis at 
Goodwater, forty seven miles to the south. We 
have paid little attention to building up outside 
trade, but with its admirable feeders and rail con- 
nections, and its commanding position, Anniston 
must be the trading point for a large territory.’’ 

“What effect has your town had on the surround- 
ing country ’’’ 

‘tadmirable, I think every one will confess. We 
furnish a good market for all the grain, hay, eggs, 
butter and poultry that two counties can raise, ana 
for 7,000 bales of the cotton they produce. 
we Cannot use we can collect here, pay cash for it 
and forward to Atlanta, Rome or Nashville. Our 
population is clear gain to the county.’’ 

‘Will you have big sales of lots?’’ 

“No. We do not care to work that way, or tocatch 
a population that comeson impulse, We have es- 
tablished a land sale department, under charge of 
General Forney, and will have our lands surveyed 
and platted. We will offer inducements to good 
people, with large or small capital. To men of mod 
erate capital, who wish toestablish shops, factories 
stores, or any legitimate business, we will be as 


to make quiet and delightful homes, and have small 
farms for stock, grass or fruit, we will sell fine sites 
and just such land asthey want. In other words, 
we have a city that is beyond comparison with any 
town of itssize in location, beauty and plan, and 
we propose to give it a citizenship worthy of it.”’ 


A Kesume of the Work. » 

I might fill columns with interesting points of 
this young town, as described by Mr. Noble. As 
wonderful as it isin accomplishment, its promise 
is more so. The managers step at:nothing that will 
advance or beautify their city. The conservatory 
that cost thousands ef dollars—the macadamized 
road leading over the mountain—ihe free library to 
be e:tablished for the employes—the Alderley cat- 
tle—the elegant homes and grounds—these and a 
hundred ober topics keep them busy—for whatever 
is determined on is at once begun. 

Here is a community of say 3,500 people. Of these 
95 per cent are workers, and provided with steady 
work. The deily inflow of money, exclusive of 
what is sent outside for raw material, must be $3,- 
000 to $5,000 a day. The most of this is at once re- 
iavested in pnéw spindles, forges or houses, which 
in turn swell the daily income. Who can measure 
the end of this compounding? 

But more than this. The character of the Tyler-

A New Phase of the Collectership Oase—Intersiew 
With Mr. Beckett— What He Says About the Shotgun. 
From the Savannah News. 

There was a new phase in the customhouse sen- 
gation yesterday and avother feature of the case was 
developed. The denial by United states District 
Attorney Darnell that he took a shotgun to his office 
Wednesday morning, and that he ever threatened 
to shoot Collector Pleasant created a brief excite- 
ment, inasmuch asit was currentiy rumored that 
responsible parties had seen the attorney go up the 
customhouse steps with a gunin his hands. The 
purpose for which it was to be used, however, was 
unknown. 

In order to obiafn a complete history of the af- 
fair, a Morning News reporter called upon Mr. 
Beckett, to whom reference was made in the inter 
view with Mr. Darnell, printed in yesterday's pa- 
per. Mr. Beckett willingly assented to an inter- 


view, and in reply to the question: 
“You have read the interview with Mr. Darnellin 


the Morning News *’’ said— 


“Yes, sir.’’ 
“Have you anything to say in reference to the 


statements made in regard to Collector Pleasant?”’ 


was asked. 

“T have this to state: I have been acting asan at 
torney ia the matter of Pleasant’s bond; i have 
gearchea the records of the clerk of the superior 
court to ascertain the worth of his bondsmen. The 
results of my labors in that respect are embodied 
in the certificates of the clerk of the superior Court 
and of the various county officials whose duty it is 
to look after taxable property. The certificates of 
the superior court clerk were made aftera thorough 
verification of the results of my labors, by his dep- 
uty and other clerks attached to his office. These 
statements show that Pieasant’s bondsmen residing 
in this county are worth fuliy $150,000 over all their 
debts and liabilities. 1 have taken no partin any 
personal quarrels between Mr. Darnell and Colilec- 
tor Pleasant. My only dutiesin the premises were 
purely of a professional character.”’ 

“Did Mr. Darnell state to you that he would 
shoot Collector Plasant and ‘clear out his entire 

fice?’ « 

34 “Not in those words. He said if the d—d villians 
made any charge against his persona! gre a4 that 
he would get his shot gun and put a load of shot 
into them. He did not mention Pleasant by name.”’ 

“Do you believe he referred to Pleasantin mak- 
ing that statement’”’ 

“No doubt of it—either Pleasant or his deputy. 
Mr. Darnell was very angry upon that occasion,and 
his memory is probably at fault as to some things 
he did say. I remarked to him that I presumed 
whatever charges, if any, Pleasant made would be 
made official/y, and their truth or falsity could be 
easily demonstrated. He replied that he would 
not meet such charges officiaily. He would meet 
them as Daruell first. and puta load of shot into 
the G—d ad—d scoundrels.” 

“Have you auything to say in reference to the 
charge that you visited perhaps every office in the 
custom house to obtain information detrimental to 
Mr. Darnell) to be conveyed to Pieasant’s friends?”’ 

“Thatisnottrue. I made no inguiries at all 
concerning Mr. Darnell. That is nota part of my 
busivess. There wes information volunteered to 
me, which wes simply in reference to what Pleasant 
already knew. ’ 

“What about the shotgun’”’’ 

“If you wish to ascertain the facts about the shot- 
un go to Magistrate Molina, J. J. Abrams, 

r. Besselieu, at C. E. Stultz's store,and Mr. John 
A. Goette, who saw Mr. Darnell get off the sueet 
cars at the custom house with a gurrin his hands, 
which he carried into the building. Ido not know 
whetherit was a shotgun ora riile, but these gen- 
tlemen can probably teil you if you wish the in- 
formation. I have no personal knowledge of that 
matier.’’ 

“Mr. Darnell, I understand, stated to you that he 
shou!d protect his personal character if it took 
shotguns to do it?’’ 

“He did not use those words, but he said repeat- 
edly that he would put aload of shot into them, 
evidently referring to the parties in the revenne 
collector's office, if they assailed either his official 
or personal honor.”’ 

“What was your connection with the case?’’ 

“J have po quarrel with Mr. Darnell at all. I 
was reguiarly employed as an attorney by Pleas- 
ant, aud did my duty as faithfullyasicould. My 
whole object was to demoustrate that Pleasant’s 
bond was one against which no reasonable objec- 
tion could be urged. I was impressed with the 
belief that thishad been fully demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of any fair-minded man. Mr. Darnell, 
in the exercise of his judgment, saw fit to disap 
prove the bond.

Ovlexel Marcellus E. Thornton Closes Out the Post: 
Appeal and Ketires. 

Yesterday it was rumored on the streets that Col- 
onel Marcellus E, Thornton had sold his daily 
paper, the Post-Appeal. A CONSTITUTION man 
asked him if it wasso, and what he had to say on 
the subject. He answered: 

“Ihave but little to aay. It isnota rumor, it 
is true. For some lime past ] 
haye desired to get not only out 


of the newspaper business but out of all other busi- 
ness and to retire to private life where comforts 
of home now await me. I am satisfied with the 
pemepoens Snemon. aud I am satisfied with pub- 
lic life. My wifehas a decided aversion to both 
and her wish is my law. I hope never to enter 
public life again for I have an aversion to it and 
to people too. My course in public life 
has been the most bitterly assailed, perhaps, of any 
man in Georgia for one nottohave held an ottice. 
I now seek no ollice, although Iam an applicant 
for appointment as posmaster of Atlanta, and am 
recommended by General James Longstreet, Hon. 
Emory Speer and other leading men of this city 
andstate. When! purchased the Post-Appeal on 
the 25th of November, 1581, it was 
principally through the instrumentality 
of Hon. Wm. M. Scruggs, now United States min s- 
ter to the United States of Colombia. Had I known 
that he would not have been continuously associa- 
ted with me I would not have made the purchase, 
although | was led by the administration to believe 
that | would receive its cordial support. I have 
not received the support of any portion of the ad- 
ministration except to a very limited degree. If 
the administration ever had any 
desire todo anything inthe south they have now 


anissed it, and they m’ght as weil throw up the 


sponge. I hope, however, thatmy successors in the 
proprietorship of the Post-Appeal may have more 
success in thisline than I have had. The Post- 
a has been sold toa company of gentlemen 
who I have reason to elieve have 
money  suflicient to run it through 
toany success they may desire. As to their plan 
of management I know nothing.”’

WOODLAND WARRIOR. 


The Troops all Well and in Fine Spirite—Tne Results 
of the Campaign Thus Far—On the Trail of the 
Flesing Apache-A Dash Isto the 
Wilderness After Them Again. 


Cuicaco, June 9~—A special from Fort Bowie 
Arizona, says: From semi-official sources, it is 
learned that General Crook was in the Zahuatipa 
district, in the southeastern part or Sonora, on May 
27th, and that up to that time he had had no gen- 
eral engagement with the hostiles, This informa- 
tion comes through Mexican officers, who com- 
manded a small detachment of Sonora 
state troops,engaged in scouting through Zahuaripa 
The point where Cook was met was about two hun- 
dred and fifty miles southeast of the boundary 
line, A large Mexican ranche is located there and 
a detail of American troops was engaged in laying 
ina large stock provisions. The hostiles had scat- 
tered, but were being followed by Crook’s San Car- 
los scouts. Crook was confident that his forces 
would overtake and overcome the hostilesin the 
heart of the mountains. General Crook stated that 
the march from Babiste south had been a severe 


one, but the troops werein good condition. He 
was aware of the disposition of the Mexican troops 
in Sonora and Chihuahua, and expressed satisfac- 
tion at the arrangements for co-operation, On May 
29th General Crook entered the Sierra Madres again 
and pushed south. These circumstances were com. 
municated to General Bandatt, commander of the 
Sonora state troops, and also to General Torres, at 
Hermosillo. 


CROOK IN NO DANGER, 


St. Louis, May 9.—A dispatch direct from Her- 
mosillo, Sonora, dated yesterday, says: There is 
no news from General Crook. A courier from near 
where the Mexican officers Garcia and Torres had 
their fight with the Indians in the Sierra Madre 
mountains a short time ago, brings news that the 
Apaches have scattered and are trying to get north 
insmall bands.

As Cadet Greene stepped 
forward to receive his diploma, # number of cadets 
broke into cheers, the usual course on commence- 
ment day, when the favorite steps to the front to 
receive the testimony of his graduation. In an in- 
siantthe bright and cheery scene was changed. 
Captuin Ramsey’s countenance lowered, and in a 
voice broken by anger, he said: ‘“‘You show your 
insubordination, and attempt to dis- 
grace yourselves and the naval 
ncademy before the eyes of the country. 
Those who applauded march to the front!’’ And 
there, to the astonishmeht of the spectators, tweuty 
cadets stood before the irate superintendent, who 
said to Lieutenant Greene, who followed them up:

SOME ATLANTA BUILDINGS. 

We print on another page of this morning’s 

paper a partial survey of the building of the 
first five months of the present year. 
As with everything else, connected with 
this city, the result is an astonishing one. 
None of us who have been writing in a gen, 
eral way about the building that was going 
on, had an idea that so much had been done 
and was being done. We knew that the 
building season was late—that no public 
buildings were being put up—and that there 
had been no heavy fires that necessitated the 
rebuilding of burnt districts, as was the case 
jJast year. We thought, therefore, that the 
total of improvements this year would be 
very much reduced.

Our investigation, however, shows that 
the folks have been mighty 
busy this spring, and that 


hardly less—if any less—than one thousand 
new houses costing from $80,000 down, and 
aggregating a million dollars, have been fin- 
ished or put under way in the five months. 
Beside this, there is nearly a balf million dol- 
lars worth of new work in the offices of three 
of our architects. No words can add to the 
force of these figures. They make up a re- 
cord that surpasses that of any city of twice 
the size in the south. They show that At- 
anta is not only progressing as rapidly as 
could be desired but is sustaining ber phen- 
omena! growth of the past three years. 


THE NEW CHINESE WAR, 

France and China are very plainly going to 
war. Neither can honorably back out of the 
contest that has arisen over Tonguin. A war 
between an European nation and the Middle 
Kingdom will be interesting because it will 
make known the strength and fighting quali- 
ties of the Chinese, armed, as they now are, 
with improved weapons, and controlling iron- 
clads and rifled cannon. The Chinese have 
never been considered a warlike people. The 
reigning dynasty hasan immense army on 
paper, but most of it is poorly armed, and 
very much of itis unavailable on account of 
a lack of railroads, or even good dirt roads, 
The garrison of Peking and the first army 
corps may altogether number 100,000 men, 
and itis doubtful whether the empire can 
muster more than this number of effective 
soldiers to repel invasion from the coast, or 
to conduct aggressive operations in Tonguin. 
Whether these troops will stand before an 
European force is a matter to be settled after 
the French are ready to move in Tonquin. 

As a war between the two powers seems to 
be inevitable, and as it will doubtless interest 
the readers of Tux Constitution if it does 
take place, it is worth while toclearly under- 
stand why it arose. France has long held the 


protectorate over Cambodia. In 1874 the 
emperor of Annam, who held Ton juin, en- 
tered into a treaty with France without con- 
sulting China, although China's suzerainty 
over all Annam had not previously been dis- 
avowed. Every four yearsa tribute embassy 
was dispatched from Annam to Pekin, and 
this was done at least twice after the French 
treaty was signed. By the terms of the treaty 
however the foreign policy of Annam was to 
be controlled by the French, thus setting | 
aside China’s suzerainty; French consular 
agents were to have authority over even 
Chinese residents in Annam; three. ports in 
Tonquin and the Red river were to be opeved 
to foreign trade, and Christian teachers and 
converts were to be protected. This treaty 
Was never sanctioned by China, and was never 
fally carried out by the Tuduc or emperor of 
Annam. The Tonquinese utterly rejected ir, 
but the present French minister of foreign 
affairs bas decided to enforce it regardless of 
Chine’s claims of supremacy over Annam. 
A French officer bas been killed in a for- 
ward movement, and al) France is in favor 


ns has decided to maintain Chinese rights 


a considerable force in Tonquin before the 
end of July. If the Chinese empire does not 
shrink from the position it is reported to have 
taken a very interesting struggle will take 
place—a struggle that will definitely measure 
China's strength when matched against: good 
soldiers of the wesfern nations, China not 
long'ago courted e struggle on her distant 
western frontier with Russia, and now she 
has a chance to test her resources under very 
much more favorable circumstances. 


THE IOWA DEMOCRATS. 

The democratic party in Iowa is looking 
up. At the convention’ held last week there 
were 700 enthusiastic delegates, and the strife 
for places on the ticket showed that they 
were no longer considered ° empty honors. 
Judge Kinne, of Tama county, was nominated 
for governor, and a strong ticket placed be- 
hindhim. Judge Kinne promises to give the 
republicans a fighting campaign. He pro- 
poses to antagonize a prohibitive tariff and a 
prohibitory liquor law, and there are some 
who think the state can be carried on such a 
platform. Mr. J. Sterling Morton, of Nebraska, 
discussed the tariff question before the con- 
vention, taking the ground that a tariff for 
anything except to get money to pay public 
expenses was unconstitutional, and that tariff 
taxes for anything like protection should be 
abolished. The convention afterwards in- 
dorsed a tariff for revenue only, and denounc- 
ed the tariff legislation of the last congress as 
“the result of corrupt and disgraceful intrigues 
and shameless attempts to perpetrate existing 
evils under pretense of tariff reform.”’ The 
western democrats and the southern demo- 
erats are practically an unit in favor of tariff 
reform in the interest of the people. 


THE MODEL SOUTHERN TOWN. 

Chicago has long boasted of Pullman, asthe 
model town of this country, and a miracle of 
western energy and development. In behalf 
of Atlanta we match it wita Anniston, three 
hour’s ride west of us, asa sampleof what 
can be done in the south by pluck and 
ability. : 

Anniston was not started as was Pullman, 
with the backing of a company of $20,000,000 
capital, which made itthe site of its shops 
and factories. It was not in the suburbs of a 
great city from the overflow of which it could 
get its growth. It was planted in a wilder- 
ness at the foot of a mountain crowned with 
its virgin forests. It was backed by no cor- 
poration, and started modestly, with the cap- 
ital of two men bunched at a venture. At- 
lanta was its nearest city, and it was one 
hundred miles away, with a wild country in 
tervening. In view of these things its growth 
is all the more remarkable. 

It may be said, too, of Anniston that it has 

but reached the point where it will grow of 
itself. With 95 per cent of its population at 
work in gainful occupation—and the idle five 
per cent reckon only the children too young 
to work, for there is not one single loafer 
within its radius of three miles—it might add 
2,000 men of business professions or leisure, 
and still have a larger percent of actual 
workers than any city recorded in the last 
census, But faster than its casual citizenship 
can grow, will come the workingmen to fill 
the new shops and factories now being built, So 
that it will always be a self suporting city. 
Although in its infancy, it has all the advan- 
tages of manutactures, streets, water, parks, 
drainage thatare usually confined to older 
and larger cities, Its enterprising owners 
have even gone so far as to start a railroad of 
nearly 50 miles to connect it with an inciden- 
tal property and open up to its commerce a 
rich valley that needs a market. 
It is gratifying to us to be able to write and 
print such a record of enterprise and devel- 
opment, and to claim such a town as our 
neighbor. Weshall watch its development 
with interest and take pride in every evidence 
of its progress. If it does all that we expect 
of it, we shall after awhile with due formality 
christen it, ‘‘The Atlanta of Alabama’’—and 
if it continues to do well, reclaim from that 
state some of the land we let it have to start 
business on, and compass the new town with 
old Georgia's boundary lines.

THE ROME STATE DEPOSITORY. 


ATalk with Ex-Governor A. H. Colquitt Who Corects 
Some Errors. 

The reports in the Rome Courier of the trial of the 
claim andinjunction cases growing out of the fail- 
ure of the state’s depository,the bank of Rome,have 
contained some statements criticizing ex-Governor 
Alfred H,. Colquité& A -reporter of TE CONSTITU- 
TION sought Governor Colquitt and asked him about 
these matters. 

“Every criticism 
duty isincorrect.’’ 

‘I see it stated that the bank was not chartered,”’ 

**The bank was chartered in I874. I refer you to 
page 233 of the acts of 1874.”’ 

“Did Mr. Samueis, president of the bank, notify 
you by letter in February, 1875, that the bank 
would close?”’ 

“He did not. He was not president then. Mr. 
A. T. H. Brower was president, and gave such no- 
tice. Buta new administration of the bank was 
organized and the operations continued. The 
bank did not cease to be a chartered bank.’’ 

“Was the bank of Rome solvent, as well as char 
tered, when you appointed it depository?” 

‘It was. It was solvent when Mr. Brower pro- 
posed to close simply because there was not enouzh 
profit in banking, and not because it was insolvent. 
Under President Samuels, who was at the head of 
the bank when I madeitthe state’s depository, it 
was shown to be solvent. I was turnished with a 
certified list of its depositors, which is on file 
in the executive department, containing the 
names of the strongest merchants and business 


menin Rome. Thereisa letter in the executive 
department from Judge John W. H. Underwood 
who was then judge of the superior court, urging 
the appointm-«nt of this bank, and stating that it 
was entirely solvent, andin the hands of men born 
and reared in the south, and of ample capital and 
character to insure the safety of any fund placed in 
their keeping. This letter wasa very strong one, 
and coming from the high source thatit did, it had 
great weight ininducing me to make the appoint- 
ment, 

“IT see that Judge Underwood is reported as 
reflecting on yeu.’’ 

‘I think there must be some mistakein this, The 
judge knew too well of the entire PrODEeSy of the 
appointment to haye made any such statements.’’. 


‘The point}was made that you did'not recoad and 
file the bond?’’ 

‘*The executive minutes contained an official or- 
der by me reciting these words: ‘And the said 
bank of Rome having by its vroper officers exe- 
cuted a bond with good and sufficient security in 
terms of the law, &c., Which bond has been ap- 
proved by the governor.’ The bond was filed in 
the safe in the executive office,and was there when 
the bank failed. Every practical compliance was 
made with the law according to executive prece- 
dent.’’ 


“It ischarged you sent no dedimus protestatem.”’ 

“I did not. A dedimus protestem is one sent 
when a commission is transmitted and an oath of 
office is to be taken, dedimi Have never 
been customary in cases like these, and the 
law does not require them. If there was any irreg- 
ularity in this such irregularity is chargable to 
every one of my illustrious predecessors.”’ 

‘‘How about the forgery of Mrs. Deason’s name?’’

HANGED TO A TREE. 


The Barber Boys Taken Out by the Mob and F xeeuted 
—Death Without Flinching.

Ike Barber said he had no hand in 
the killing of Sheppard last fall, and that he had 
never killed aman or assisted in doing so until 
within the past week. The desperadoes appeared 
to have plenty of grit, although Bill shed a few 
tears. The leader of the mob has been captured by 
the sheriff. The county officers did all they could 
to protect the prisoners, but it was of no avail. The 
haugiug occurred just before midnight.
